China shuns Pope 


ROME (Reuter). The Roman 
Cathollc Church in China does not 
recognize the supremacy of ‘the 
Pope and chooses its bishops 
autonomously, according to a re- 
port carried by tie Italian news 
agency Ansa yesterday. 

An Italian Government offictal 
has had private talks with the 
deputy leader of the Chinese Ro- 
man Catholic community in Peking 
with the permission of the Chinese 
authorities, Ansa said. 

Tae report, by <Ansa's Peking 
correspondent, Miss Ada Princi- 
gall, provides a rare insight into 
aspects of Roman Catholic life 
in China. 

Tt reveals that the Chinese Ca- 
tholic Church, known since 1951 as 
the “Catholic Patriotic Association,” 
claims two million members, has 
a bishop in each region of the 
country appointed without consult- 
ing the Vatican, does not recognize 
papal supremacy and has free- 
dom of worship. 

Chinese priests wear Mao-style 
tunics with clerical collars, but 
none have been ordained since 
1963. Relations with the Communist 


Party are good, convents and 
seminaries continue to function, 
but there is no Catholic press, the 
report sald. 

Miss Princigalli gave a detailed 
description of a mass in Peking's 
Roman Catholic cathedral — a big 
Spanish-style church in the city 
centre marked by a cross on the 
outside and named the Church of 
the Immaculate Virgin. 

The mass was celebrated by 
Father Wang  Ki-ting, “Vicar- 
General” or assistant to the Bishop 
of Peking. 

“There were about a dozen peo- 
ple praying in the church — women 
in the pews on the right, includ- 
ing a nun saying the rosary and 
men on the left," Miss Princigallt 
reported. The nun sald that she 
came from a nearby convent with 
30 sisters. 

After the mass, celebrated in 
Latin, Father Wang e6aid that since 
1951 “we have been removed from 
Vatican domination. We conduct 
religious affairs autonomously.” 

He deplored the fact that the 
Vatican maintained rejations with 
Taiwan, Miss Princigalli reported.

Soviets seek big U.S. 


credits for business 


MOSCOW (Reuter), — Mr. Maurice 
Stans, the U.S. Commerce Secretary, 
begins a week of intensive talks 
today on how to boost trade with 
the Soviet Union. Yesterday he was 
sightseeing in Leningrad, relaxing 
after a long meeting on Saturday 
with Prime Minister Alexei Kosygin. 

He will be back here today in 
time to begin more detailed talks 
with Foreign Trade Minister Niko- 
lat Patolichey who sat in on the 
Kremlin meeting with the Prime 
Minister. 

The Soviet side is expected to 
seek ways of obtaining more U.S. 
know-how to help the transition of 
Russia’s economy from its emphasis 
on heavy industry to a modern 
science-based system. 

One of the main problems to be 
confronted is the provision of cre- 
dits big enough and long enough 
to enable Moscow to buy what it 
needs in the WS. Another ‘is the 
restrictions Washington places on 
exports to Russia. 

These apply espectally to advan- 
ced computers which are a major 
factor not only in modernizing an 
economy but also for controlling 
sophisticated rocketry. 

In general, the restrictions are 
already being eased. ‘Washington last 
week granted mo fewer than 45 licen- 
ces for the export of $528m, worth

A new editor of the Government 
Year Book was introduced to the 
press yesterday, amid uncertainty 
as to whether there will be & Year 
Book next year for him to edit. 

‘The new editor, Ya’acov Shatz, is 
to replace Reuven Alcalay, who has 
edited the widely respected index 
to Government activities for 21 of 
the 28 years it has been produced. 
The 23rd issue, consisting of 436 
pages, was released yesterday. 

Yehuda Dan, director of the Cen- 
tral Office of Information, which 
publishes the Year Book, said that 
the question of its continuation is 
to be taken up soon by a special 
committee which is considering cut- 
backs in Government publications 
in view of the general-budget cuts. 

Mr. Alcalay, who has reached re- 
firement age, said that the net 
cost of the Year Book was only 
IL10,000. The contents, submitted 
by the various government minis- 
tries, had been edited by him over 
the years single-handedly, he said. 

Some 3,500 copies of the Hebrew 


. version of the Year Book will be 


distributed at IL8 per copy. An 
ii translation in 2,000 copies 
will ‘be published in two months. 
Mr. Shatz, the youthful new edi- 
tor, has been director of publica- 
tion services for the Central Office 
of Information.

(Four yeshiva students were ar- 
rested at a public telephone late 
Saturday night in the Mea Shearim 
Quarter on suspicion of harassing 
pathologists. The Jerusalem police 
spokesman said last night that the 
four were still being held. He said 
the investigation was continuing and 
that it waa not yet certain that 
charges would be ‘brought against 
them.) 

Another incident occurred last 
‘week when four pathologists in the 
Tel Aviv area received bullets in the 
mail, with notes advising them next 
time they would be fired et their 
heads. The four pathologists are: 
‘Dr. Miriam Lourie of Beilinson; Dr. 
Moshe Wolman cf Tel Hashomer; 
Prof. Heinrich Karplus, of the In- 
stitute of Forensic Medicine, and 
Dr, Binyamin Griffel, of Meir Hos- 
pital, head of the Society of 
Pathologists in Israel. 

It was noted that the attack on 
Dr. Griffel had followed a familar 
pattern. Several weeks ago he re- 
celved a dead cat in a package; 
there were anonymous threatening

Vered’s losses over $10m.,, 
Ministers to investigate

A committee of three ministers has been appointed to study the 
causes of the, multi-million dollar losses of Vered, the Mekorot subsi- 
diary which engages in development projects overseas. The decision 
to set up the committee was taken by the Ministerial Economic Com- 
wnittee yesterday after hearing the report of company officials on the 


economic state of Vered. 

Mr, Ze'ev Kariv, the Chairman 
of the Board of Vered, and Direc- 
tor-General of Mekorot, told the 
Ministerial Economic Committee that 
the losses of Vered stood at $10.86m. 
on April 1, this year. This sum 
does not include some $4m. which 
is owed by Iran but which Iran is 
reluctant to pay, and Mr. Kariv 
admitted that now that Vered is 
winding up its operations other 
small debts . outstanding will also 
be taken into account. 

The cause of Vered’s losses was 
the ‘structure of the company, he 
explained. Prior to 1965 Vered en- 

solely in water projects, but 
after that date it diversified santo 
various types of engineering develop- 
ment projects, This move required 
large-scale purchase of equipment 
which cost $7.5m. ἃ year, This was 
too great a burden considering that 
the projects undertaken by ‘he 
company only totalled about $25m. 
ἃ year. 

Answering reporters’ questions fol- 
lowing the A cinistertal meeting, Mr. 
Kariv revealed that ‘ered only 
realized its error in 1967, two years 
efter it had undertaken these pur- 
chases. However, he said that as an 
operating company which required 
loans for working capital, it was not 
considered expedient to make public 
the fact of these losses at the time 
as this would have frightened off 
investors. 


POLITICAL REASONS 

‘The projects undertaken by Vered 
in Peru and Iran were the major 
causes of the losses, he said, In 
Peru the political situation was such 
that changes of rulers led to changes 
in the demands upon Vered, though 
mot necessarily in that country’s 
willingness to pay the additional 
cost of the expanded projects de- 
manded. The project undertaken In 
Iran was to cost $l14m. in the ori- 
ginal tender, but with the project 
now only six months away from 
completion the cost hes actually 
run up to $30m. The Iranian Gov- 
ernment has stated that it is willing 
to pay $26m. for the work, and 
now negotiations are in progress 
over the remaining $4m. 

The Government of Israel owns 
30 per cent of the shares of Vered. 
with Mekorot owning the remaining 
shares. The company has financial 
obligations to the tune of $30m. of 
which the Government is covering 
$7m. and Mekorot $23m, However, 
Mr. Kariv said that Mekorot hadn't 
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yet decided whether it would be 
prepared to honour these obligations. 

Mr. Kariv reiterated the company’s 
claim that the Foreign Ministry had 
applied pressures on it to accept 
contracts in certain countries from 
political and not economic considera- 
tions. 

Asked who would in the end foot 
the bill of the enormous losses of 
Vered, Mr. Kariv denied thet the 
Israeli r would cover the 
losses through his home water bill. 
“These are separate com; ies and 
separate accounts,” he stressed. At 
the same time, he was unable to 
give any explanation whence the 
finances to cover the losses would 
be drawn.
